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Dear Brother Paulk: 

I have just read your great message on “The Pente- 
costal Baptism,” and there are a few questions I 
would like clarified in this connection: 

1. Does everyone who receives the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost speak in an “unknown” tongue? 

2. Does everyone who has been baptized with the 
Holy Ghost and has spoken and speak in other 
tongues as the Spirit gives utterance also have the 
gift of tongues and speak in other languages? 

3. Do I understand that unless there is an inter- 
preter present the gift of tongues should not be 
exercised to the congregation? d 

4. (a) Can the gift of tongues be used and mani- 
fested at the will of the speaker at any time he 
desires? (b) Must the speaker have the anointing of 
the Holy Ghost? 

5. Do you believe that messages and interpretations 
will be given by anyone who is not living a righteous 
and consecrated life? 

6. Do you feel that each and every message given 
and interpreted is real and a fact, or do you feel 
there are imitation messages and interpretations 
given? If so, how is the congregation to know which 
is true and which is false? 

7. Did the entire 120 on the Day of Pentecost who 
spoke with other tongues also have the gift of 
tongues? —W. G. LIGHTE 


Brother Paulk has replied to these questions as 
follows: 

1, No. First, we must remember that there are 
diversities of tongues. (Definition of diversity: dif- 
ferent; unlike; distinct; separate; capable of various 
forms; multiform.) The unknown tongue is the 
tongue with which one communicates with God, 
privately, and no man understandeth him. 1 Corinth- 
ians 14:2, “For he that speaketh in an unknown 
tongue speaketh not unto men, but unto God: for no 
man understandeth him: howbeit in the spirit he 
speaketh mysteries.” Then again, “He that speaketh 
in an unknown tongue edifieth himself” 1 Corinth- 
ians 14:4, Also Romans 8:26, “Likewise the Spirit also 
helpeth our infirmities: for we know not what we 
should pray for as we ought: but the Spirit itself 
maketh intercession for us with groanings which 
cannot be uttered.” 

2. Not necessarily so. The gift of tongues is the 
experience that conveys the message to be interpreted 
to edify the church or congregation. (There are 
diversities of tongues.) 

3. Yes. First, there would be no need for a message 
if there be no interpretation. The Spirit would not 
make such a mistake. 1 Corinthians 14:28, “But if 
there be no interpreter, let him keep silence in the 
church; and let him speak to himself, and to God.”

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Last Will 
dind Taibiiniinad

NDER THE LAW, in at least 

Uu some of the States, a Last Will 

and Testament leaving property 
to be used for the benefit of a person, 
group of persons or an institution is 
not effective unless a Trustee is named 
to serve and receive the property from 
the Estate. 

Where the property is left for the use 
and benefit of a person, group of per- 
sons or an institution, it is called a trust. 
If property is left directly with no 
strings attached, then it is not a trust. 

Where a trust is created by Last Will 
and Testament, the laws of some States 
provide that the Will is not effective 
unless a Trustee is named to receive the 
perty. Apparently, in these States, the 
that the person named as Trustee 










of the 


may be dead or may refuse to serve 
does not matter so long as someone is 
named. 

To illustrate, a Will leaving $10,000 
to be used to provide scholarships for 
Lee College would not be effective in 
many States. To make such a provision 
in a Will effective, the Will should leave 
the property to a person as Trustee to 
provide scholarships, etc. For example: 
“I will and bequeath Ten Thousand 
Dollars ($10,000) in trust to R. L. 
Platt, as Trustee, to provide scholarships 
for students at Lee College, the bene- 
ficiaries to be chosen by the Board of 
Directors of Lee College.” For this rea- 
son, the Board of Directors of Lee Col- 
lege should select some system for in- 
forming all the members of the Church 
of the manner in which such gifts should 
be handled. 

It is not unusual for lawyers and 
banks to receive printed information 
from charitable organizations indicating 
how Wills should be drawn where these 
charitable organizations are to be fa- 
vored. 

It would be my suggestion that all 
members of the Church be informed that 
gifts in trust for the Lee College should 
be left to the man who is currently 
either the General Overseer of the 
Church or the President of the College, 
in trust, for the use and benefit of Lee 
College, with the provision that the be- 
quest should be spent in such manner 
as the Board of Directors of the Col- 
lege may determine. 


For example, in the Church Sunday 
School literature or publications, a no- 
tice in the following form could ap- 

ar: 

PERSONS WISHING TO PROVIDE 
BENEFITS FOR LEE COLLEGE IN 
THEIR LAST WILL AND TESTA— 
MENT SHOULD LEAVE THE MONEY 
OR PROPERTY “TO J. A. CROSS, 
GENERAL OVERSEER OF THE

FOR THE USE AND BENEFIT OF 
LEE COLLEGE AT CLEVELAND, 
TENNESSEE, THE SAID PROPERTY 
OR MONEY TO BE USED FOR THE 
BENEFIT OF THE COLLEGE IN 
SUCH MANNER AS THE BOARD OF 
DIRECTORS MAY DETERMINE.” 

PERSONS MAKING WILLS MAY 
WISH TO SHOW THIS NOTICE TO 
THEIR ATTORNEYS. IN THE 
EVENT THAT ANYONE WISHES TO 
MAKE A SPECIAL ENDOWMENT 
FOR SOME SPECIAL PURPOSE, 
THEN THEIR WILL SHOULD PRO- 
VIDE THAT THE MONEY OR PROP- 
ERTY BE LEFT “TO J. A. CROSS, 
GENERAL OVERSEER OF THE 
CHURCH OF GOD, IN TRUST FOR

ET US STUDY for a mo- 

ment the author of our text. 

In my imagination, I can 
see Jesus as He had finished three- 
and-one-half years of ministering 
to a SICK, SUFFERING, and FALL- 
EN human family. With only twelve 
devoted disciples, He walked the 
blistering, blazing, burning, hot, 
desert sands and the stony paths 
of the Judean countryside. As He 
walked, He healed the sick. He 
raised the dead. He opened blinded 
eyes, and preached the gospel to 
the poor. 

We can thank God that our Lord 
did not receive His inspiration in 
that day from the psychologists, 
the philosophers, or the theologians, 
but it came directly from the 
throne room in glory and was as 
fresh as the morning dew. The 
Apostle Peter says that “God 
anointed Jesus of Nazareth with 
the Holy Ghost and with power: 
who went about doing good” (Acts 
10:38). 

Jesus preached a doctrine of 
LOVE in a world filled with bit- 
ter hate, JOY in a world of sorrow, 
PEACE in a world drenched in the 
blood of many wars, LIGHT in a 
world of moral and spiritual dark- 
ness. 

He made Himself of no reputa- 
tion. On one occasion when men 
saw the multitude following Him 
and heard them crying, “Hosanna,” 
they knew that His popularity was 
great.and would have followed Him 
on an impulse. One of the multi- 
tude said, “I will follow thee where- 
soever thou goest.’”’ No doubt Je- 
sus pointed to a flying bird and a 
fleeing fox and said, “That bird 
has its own nest and the fox its 
hole, but the Son of Man has no 
where to lay his head.” 


Yet a study of the life of Jesus 
shows that by His work and His 
self-sacrifice, He established the 
greatest institution in the world— 
the Church of God. 

At the close of His ministry, Je- 
sus falls prostrate on the ground 
with His face toward Jerusalem and 
sees by the eye of prophecy the 
darkness that hovers over Calvary. 
He sees the cross as it casts a 





menacing shadow over His ti 
form, and from the very depths o 
His soul comes this heart-rending 
cry, “O Father, glorify thou me 
with thine own self with the glo- 
ry which I had with thee before 
the world was” (John 17:5). As He 
prays, He sees His disciples as they 
sit helplessly looking on. He real- 
izes the power of the devil and 
knows their weakness. As He con- 
tinues to petition the God of all 
grace, he says, “I pray for them:

And the 
glory which thou gavest me I have 
given them; that they may be one, 
even as we are one” (John 17:9, 
10, 22).

He knew that if the 
church were to survive against the 
demon forces of hell, it must be a 
united organism anointed by the 
Holy Ghost, motivated by divine 
love, functioning with but one pur- 
pose in mind—the salvation of lost 
souls from the burning fire of hell.

men as individuals and has never 
committed His power to any 
church just because it had a large 
membership.

Take heart, my brethren! If your 
church is small, never be ashamed 
of it. Jesus said, “If two of you 
shall agree on earth as touching 
any thing that they shall ask, it 
Shall be done for them of my Fath- 
er which is in heaven. For where 
two or three are gathered together 
in my name, there am I in the 
midst of them” (Matthew 18:19, 
20). The thing that counts, there- 
fore, is not the membership, but 
the unity of the members. “Five of 
you shall chase an hundred, and 
an hundred of you shall put ten 
thousand to flight” (Leviticus 26: 
8).

The Church History 


THE CHURCH of God 
had an humble beginning. We were 
poor and few in number, but our 
brethren were great in faith and 
began to preach the gospel of Je- 
sus Christ with hearts filled with

I even heard some of them 
talking about organizing and send- 
ing missionaries to foreign fields. 
Now this will never do! We have 
got to stop this thing somehow. 
The floor is now open for any sug- 
gestions that any devil would care 
to make.” 

One imp suggests, “Mr. Chair- 
man, I suggest that we persecute 
them.” 

The devil replies, “That won’t do. 
I have called them hillbillies, holy 
rollers, fools, and trash, but they 
just keep on shouting, speaking 
with other tongues, and winning 
souls from us to God.” 

A second imp, gently caressing a 
burning brimstone of hell, says, 
“Let’s burn them out.”

When the honest-hearted min- 
isters from the more nominal 
churches saw this mighty spiritual 
upheaval, they were convinced 
that it was a move of God. Being 
convinced that it was of God, they 
sought earnestly and received the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost.

ROTHER VESSIE D. Har- 

grave, Superintendent of 

Latin America, Lee Watson 
of Atlanta, Georgia, and I arrived 
in Bogota January 31 by plane to 
visit the churches. We were greeted 
by Brother Paul Childers, Colombi- 
an Overseer, and he graciously ex- 
tended us a warm welcome. 

Bogota, the capital is a lovely 
modern city with a population of 
1,300,000. However, according to re- 
ports, there are 22,000 homeless 
children—victims of a recent revo- 
lution. These youngsters roam the 
streets, eating and sleeping any- 
where they can. We saw many of 
them, and it was a heartbreak- 
ing sight. 

Upon arrival at the parsonage, 
we enjoyed a delicious Colombian 
breakfast. The Childers had al- 
ready packed supplies for the trip 
to Villanicencio which is 130 miles 
up in the Andes Mountains. 

Soon the city was behind as we 
began the long climb up the moun- 
tainous, gravel road. The dust was 
almost unbearable since it was the 
dry season, and the vehicles were 
mainly heavy freight trucks. Broth- 
er Childers is a capable driver, and 
after several hours, we crossed the 
pass at an altitude of 12,000 feet. 
We then began ‘to ‘descend toward 
our destination. Around the sharp 
and dangerous curves we traveled. 
There were no guard rails, and it 
was a breath-taking sight as we 
looked down the “drops.” In nu- 
merous places there were white 
crosses indicating that a vehicle 
had gone over the side and a life 
had been lost. 

At one of the most dangerous 
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points there was a Catholic shrine, 
and on the altar, candles were 
burning. The people stopped for 
prayer and left their financial of- 
ferings, asking for continued pro- 
tection on their trip. In amazement 
we watched a loaded passenger bus 
stop. Someone stepped off the bus 
and deposited the offering, re- 
ceived from each passenger, in the 
strong box. An elderly man was 
serving as caretaker, and our party 
took the opportunity to witness and 
have prayer with him. 

We were delighted to see Villan- 
icencio after the rigid grind of the 
trip. In a short while we had pre- 
pared an apartment for our stay. 
For our comfort the members 
brought us two canvas cots, chairs 
and a table. After we hung two 
hammocks and inflated a mattress 
we left for church. 

The congregation was eagerly 
awaiting our arrival. We were the 
first visitors from General Head- 
quarters who had ever been priv- 
ileged to visit the city. The church 
in Villanicencio has suffered much 
persecution. On one occasion all 32 
families, which compose the entire 
church, were locked in prison. The 
decision of the court was that each 
family be sent to a different village. 
It was under these circumstances 
that they wrote Brother Hargrave, 
“If this is enforced, we will start 
32 new Churches of God.” However, 
this was never put into effect. 

We were told not to become 
alarmed if stones struck the church 
as the service progressed. This did 
happen during the convention. 
These people know the experience 
of going to church and finding 


their seats removed and burned in 
the yard. 

It was in this area that two Full- 
Gospel native preachers were killed 
about 10 days before our arrival. 
(Upon our return to Cleveland, we 
were informed by the N.A.E. that 
three ministers had been slain.) 

One of our ministers, Ricardo 
Moreno, at the request of Brother 
Hargrave, showed me the scars 
where he had been shot. These 
scars revealed his past suffering, 
not because he was a criminal but 
because he was a _ Pentecostal 
preacher! As I looked at these, I 
asked myself the question—would 
we in the United States be faithful 
under such persecution? Then the 
answer came, “Yes, I believe we 
would.” 

I had previously been told of a 
glorious experience this man had 
and asked him to relate it to me. 
He was arrested and placed in 
prison. After being confined for 
about a month, he was removed 
and stood before a military firing 
squad. Brother Moreno took his Bi- 
ble from his pocket and handed it 
to the captain, asking that he read 
it. What passage he read, Brother 
Moreno did not know, but he in- 
stantly dismissed the squad and re- 
turned him to jail. After three days 
he -was released. How I rejoiced! 
This was a miracle, and God is 
truly on the throne! 

The building was packed, and 
many were standing for the first 
convention service. It was my hap- 
py privilege to bring the message 
with Brother Hargrave ably inter- 
preting. As the invitation was ex 
tended, 12 adults came torwar 























for salvation. What a thrill to see 
their boldness! 

Sunday was to be a red-letter 
day for the Church of God. During 
the Sunday School hour, the chil- 
dren sang for the visiting Ameri- 
cans, in English, the chorus “Deep 
and Wide.” Sister Childers had 
taught them the choruses in the 
morning class. Though they did not 
understand the words, they were 
thrilled to sing for us. 

After the morning service and 
the noonday meal, the church had 
its first public baptism in the river. 
Brother Moreno baptized 10 adults 
as a crowd of about 100 gathered. 
To be publicly baptized requires 
courage because it definitely 
identifies one with the Pente- 
costals.” 

Again the church was filled for 
the evening service. Brother Har- 
grave ministered and also received 
a missions offering. A native re- 
ceived 50c for a day’s labor, but 
the offering amounted to $204.75 
in cash and pledges. At the close 
of the message, workers were called 
for and five men came forward 
and knelt. These men were going 
out to start new churches in an 
area where fellow-ministers had

just recently been slain. There 
seemed to be a holy sensation that 
came over us as we placed our 
hands upon them and prayed for 
divine guidance and protection. 

The third day was blessed. Broth- 
er Lee Watson thrilled and chal- 
lenged the people as he told how 
God had blessed and led him 
through the years. Brother Har- 
grave spent ample time expound- 
ing the Church of God doctrine 
and explaining our government to 
the people. They were hungry and 
seemed to receive all that was said 
with open hearts. 

After the message and invitation, 
the evening service was concluded. 
The count was made and 27 per- 
sons had found the Lord. What a 
thrill to look at the harvest and 
know that God’s Spirit is working 
in the land. 

Our farewells were sad, but the 
thrill of our coming seemed to 
register upon each face and cer- 
tainly they insisted that we return. 

Our station wagon was loaded 
and we began the long, tiresome 
and dangerous drive over the 
mountain to Bogota that night. As 
we traveled, Brother Paul Childers 
and Brother Vessie Hargrave began 
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afflicted 


with leprosy and was confined to a leper colony for several years. The 


son contacted leprosy from her. He had lost the use of both 


nds and 


arms. His ears had enlarged and he was bedfast. Both were healed, and 
today they are members of the Church of God in Monterrey, Colombia. 
This testimony was given me by Reverend Paul Childers, overseer of 


Colombia. 


to reminisce and answer my many 
questions about the Church of God 
in Colombia. 

It was in 1945 that Brother Har- 
grave made his first visit to Co- 
lombia and began his efforts to es- 
tablish a church. As the years 
passed, he continued his visits and 
on one occasion was accompanied 
by Brother Wade H. Horton, who 
was then serving as Field Repre- 
sentative. On one visit Brother Har- 
grave and Brother Herbert Walker, 
Jr., received two native ministers 
into the church. This took place in 
one of the rooms of the Hotel 
Palmero in the city of Bogota 
(Brother Hargrave showed Broth- 
er Watson and me this hotel). This 
was done about six months before 
Paul Childers arrived. One of the 
men who united with the church 
was Ricardo Moreno, pastor at Bo- 
gota. 

The Childers arrived in Colombia 
in April, 1956. Because of the rigid 
mail censoring, it was five months 
before they were able to contact 
Brother Moreno. He was already 
having church services in the city 
of Sogomosa. This church was set 
in order December, 1956, with 10 
members and became the first 
Church of God organized in Co- 
lombia. 


In August of 1956 the Childers 
began services in Apulo and God 
blessed their efforts until the 
church was set in order January, 
1957, with 28 members. The church 
in Apulo completed their building 
in October, 1957, and became the 
first church in Colombia to own a 
completed place of worship. 

The efforts put forth in Villan- 
icencio began to materialize, and 
in February, 1957, the church was 
set in order with 21 members. 

It became necessary for Brother 
and Sister Childers to leave Colom- 
bia in April, 1958. Their hearts 
were heavy as they departed, not 
knowing if they would ever return 
to this field of labor. 

The task of evangelizing and the 
care of the 3 newly organized 
churches was entrusted to the na- 
tive preachers, and Brother Ricardo 
Moreno was appointed as district 
pastor. The ministers continued to 
work in the absence of the Childers,

; } church’s pendulum. As he 

goes, so goes the church. He 
must be the first partaker of the 
fruit (2 Timothy 2:6). The pew can 
never rise above the pulpit. When 
the preacher catches on fire, he will 
soon have members whose HEARTS 
ARE BURNING with love and zeal 
for God and the lost, and eventual- 
ly the whole church will be a burn- 
ing, flaming, glowing lighthouse 
and soul-saving station of sacrifice 
and service in its community. 

But it must be real Pentecostal 
fire. Substituting zeal and enthu- 
siasm for Pentecostal fire will not 
work, neither will the wild fire of 
fanaticism. It must be heaven-sent 
fire off the altar of God. The pro- 
grams, contests, and drives of 
CHURCH MACHINERY are not suf- 
ficient to meet the educated ego- 
tism, the lethargic coldness, and 
the outright arrogancy of this ag- 
nostic age. God does not flow 
through machinery and methods 
but through men. He does not 
anoint plants, He anoints men. 

I am a firm believer in organiza- 
tion, rules, regulations, discipline, 
system, and church government, 
but God is moving through dedi- 


st 
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and it takes men with hot hearts 
to warm the cold hearts of hard- 
ened sinners. There is no other way 
to combat a world that is as cold 
as an iceberg toward old-time, 
heart-felt religion. Culture will not 
do it; neither will education, social 
planning, recreation or entertain- 
ment, for the converting and sta- 
bilizing influence must come from 
God. If every Christian would stir 
up the fire in his own life, re- 
kindle his first love, and regain 
the old flame of his fiery testi- 
mony, we would soon have a 
church on fire and busy working 
and witnessing for Christ and His 
Church. 


III. HE CAME TO GIVE LIFE TO 
DUMB, TIMID TONGUES 


‘THE FOURTH verse of 
the text says, “And they were 
all filled with the Holy Ghost, and 
began to speak with other tongues, 
as the Spirit gave them utterance.” 
Yes, when the promised enduement 
came, they BEGAN TO SPEAK. 
Christ had told them they would 
receive power to witness after the 
Holy Ghost had come upon them 
(Acts 1:8). This ministry of wit- 
nessing was to begin at home on a 
local level, then state-wide, then 
nationwide, and ultimately reach 
the “uttermost parts of the earth.”

When Christ was crucified, the 
hopes and aspirations of His fol- 
lowers vanished. A thick cloud of 
discouragement and despondency 
which fell upon them resulted in 
closing the mouth of the Church. 
Its tongue became silent. No one 
was declaring the whole council of 
God. But when the Spirit came 
from heaven, the heavenly wind 
came, the fire came, the Holy 
Ghost came; this spiritual effuse- 
ment spread into all the churches 
and they began to speak out with 
boldness, “declaring the wonderful 
works of God.” Their procedure 
should be the pattern for all time. 
“And THEY WENT FORTH, AND 
PREACHED EVERYWHERE, the 
Lord working with them, and con- 
firming the word with signs fol- 
lowing” (Mark 16:20). I like those 
words “THE LORD WORKING 
WITH THEM.” It matters not how 
much one knows about homiletics, 
rhetoric, and the art of sermon- 
izing; if the Lord is not working 
with him, all this knowledge is use- 
less and vain. 

One may have the eloquence of 
William Jennings Bryan and the 
wisdom of Einstein, but unless God 
works with him, he will be a com- 
plete failure. But how easy it is to 
sing, how precious to pray, and 
how wonderful to preach when the 
Lord is working with you and help- 
ing you. For it is “not by might, 
nor by power, but by my spirit, 
saith the Lord of hosts” (Zecha- 
riah 4:6). 

They had spoken through carnal 
lips and from selfish motives, but 
when the Holy Ghost came, they 
spoke for one purpose—to get the 
gospel to all men everywhere. They 
were not preaching policies, poli- 
tics, nor programs, but Pentecostal 
power. They preached His death, 
resurrection, ascension and His 
soon coming in the clouds of glory. 
Everyone preached the same thing 
—a Saviour all sufficient for every 
sin. Speaking in heavenly lan- 
guage, preaching, testifying, and 
witnessing on the streets, in homes, 
in temples, market places—every- 
where they went, they were telling 
the story of Jesus and His love. 

Behold Peter preaching with 
power, who a few days previously 
would not testify openly before one 
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woman. Watch the Eleven as they 
take their stand with Christ, which 
was their silent testimony that 
they believed the same thing and 
had unalterably cast their lots with 
this Jesus about whom Peter 
preached. 


When they drew in their net that 
day, 3,000 souls had been brought 
into the kingdom of God. Pente- 
cost was the beachhead for this 
spirit-filled army to strengthen 
their ranks and march through Je- 
rusalem, Judaea, Samaria, and un- 
to the uttermost parts of the earth, 
until every creature that had been 
entrusted unto them was reached 
by the gospel. Their number grew, 
as did their boldness, until it was 
said of them, “These that have 
turned the world upside down are 
come hither also” (Acts 17:6). They 
threatened them, beat their backs 
severely, and warned them not to 
preach anymore in the name of 
Jesus. Their answer was, “We can- 
not but speak the things which we 
have seen and heard” (Acts 4:20). 
What a statement! WE CANNOT 
HELP BUT SPEAK. The command 
is still ringing in our ears, the pow- 
er of the Spirit’s enablement is em- 
powering us, and the burden and 
responsibility of souls is bearing 
heavily upon our hearts; therefore, 
we must obey God rather than 
man. They did not side-step the 
issue or straddle the fence with 
some diplomatic statement. Neither 
did they throw up the white flag 
of surrender. They asked no quar- 
ter and they gave none. 


When they were threatened, they 
prayed. Acts 4:29-31: “And now, 
Lord, behold their threatenings: 
and grant unto thy servants, that 
WITH ALL BOLDNESS THEY MAY 
SPEAK THY WORD, By stretching 
forth thine hand to heal; and that 
signs and wonders may be done by 
the name of thy holy child Jesus. 
And when they had prayed, the 
place was shaken where they were 
assembled together; and they were 
all filled with the Holy Ghost, and 
THEY SPAKE the word of God 
WITH BOLDNESS.” This is a 
beautiful picture of a praying, wit- 
nessing, uncompromising church 
that could not be stopped by 

en nor devils until their task 

as completed. Acts 5:40-42 states 

















that they were beaten and again 
commanded not to speak in the 
name of Jesus. Their reply, if they 
gave one, is not recorded. But 
verses 41 and 42 give their answer 
in action; “And they departed from 
the presence of the council, re- 
joicing that they were counted 
worthy to suffer shame for his 
name. And DAILY IN THE TEM- 
PLE, AND IN EVERY HOUSE, they 
ceased not to teach and preach Je- 
sus Christ.” 


THEY BEGAN TO 
SPEAK in Acts 2:4. Acts 5:42 says 
that they CEASED NOT TO 
PREACH, and on and on through- 
out the book of Acts the story is 
the same. Despite persecutions, 
threatenings, beatings, jail sen- 
tences, stonings, and even martyr- 
dom, they continued to teach and 
preach Jesus Christ. They would 
not accept the ecclesiastical muf- 
fler, and they refused emphatical- 
ly the despot’s gag, choosing rather 
to let their voices ring out heroical- 





ly in the face of impending death 
with a clear clarion call inviting 
all men to the side of Jesus Christ 
until “their sound went into all the 
earth, and their words unto the 
ends of the world” (Romans 10:18). 

They did their job well. Can we 
claim the same? Doubtless we have 
better church machinery, better 
singers, and probably a_ better 
trained ministry, better buildings 
and facilities, but where is the 
reverence for holy things, the soul 
burden, the consuming passion for 
the souls of men and the reckless 
zeal to witness everywhere, any- 
time, and to everybody? 

We have a lot of religious train- 
ing today and I am for it. However, 
you can train people to perfection 
and if they just give their beauti- 
ful speeches, dramas, pantomimes, 
dialogues, and special songs over 
and over to the same little groups, 
what will it accomplish? The big 
jobs to get the people out into the

“T have tried that,” said the devil. 
“I. burned their brush arbors, 
frightened their horses, and 
thought surely a hundred of them 
would be killed; but God miracu- 
lously protected them. Not one of 
them was hurt. The next night they 
brought their old kerosene lanterns 
and placed them on pegs under a 
tree. There were more people saved 
under the tree than there were un- 
der the arbor that I burned.” 

A tall gangly, hungry-looking 
demon suggests, “Let’s starve them 
out.” 

“That won’t work either. These 
people can live on cornbread, flour 
gravy, and sorghum molasses. They 
work all day and go to church 
every night.” 

With a twisted, diabolical grin, a 
fourth imp says, “Let’s kill them.” 

But the devil replies, “I have 
tried that, too. I’ve whipped their 
preachers. I have dragged them in- 
to court. I have humiliated them. 
I have tried to kill them, but none 
of these things stopped them. 

“We're up against the same thing 
that we were years and years ago. 
Trying to destroy them is like 
putting old Daniel in the lions’ den, 
the Hebrew children in the fiery 
furnace, and Paul and Silas in the 
Philippian jail. They always come 
out singing the high praises of God. 
The more we fight them, the more 
they grow.” 

You can be sure that the devil 
did not stop here defeated. Now he 
becomes more serious and says, 
“We have got to use strategy. This 
is an unusual situation and re- 
quires an unusual remedy. We can- 
not starve them; we cannot defeat 
them. All of this we have tried. 
But we can divide them. There- 
fore, by dividing them, we shall 
ultimately accomplish our diaboli- 
cal purpose. Because if we divide 
them, they shall destroy them- 
selves.” 

Friends, if the devil can divide 
us, he will be the cause of our 
destruction, and what Satan could 
not accomplish with hardships, 
poverty, and persecution he will 
accomplish if we allow him to di- 
vide us. 
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The story is told of the wise 
father of seven sons. When his 
sons were ready to start making 
their own way in life, he called 
them together and gave to the 
eldest a bundle of sticks bound 
tightly together by a strong cord. 
The father told him to break the 
sticks. The older son failed, how- 
ever, and likewise did the other six. 
The father cut the cord and gave 
each son one stick, which was 
easily broken. He then advised that 
in unity there is strength, but in 
division is destruction. 

When the thirteen colonies in 
early America were threatened with 
annihilation by the British empire, 
Benjamin Franklin stood before the 
Congress of the colonies and de- 
clared, “Gentlemen, we must all 
hang together or we will all hang 
separately.” 

Friends, all the war machinery 
of hell cannot make one dent in 
the rock of our salvation if we 
stand united in Christ Jesus.

THE CHURCH of God 
has a challenge before her. The 
devil rages, Communism sweeps the 
country, and it seems that we are 
only allowed short breathing spells 
between wars. The situation that 
faces America demands the very 
best that is in each of us. 

I believe that if we, the people 
of America, would have spent as 
much money and given as many 
lives to preach the gospel to the 
world as we have in defending our- 
selves, we would never hear the ex- 
Plosion of another atomic bomb. 
If we as ministers and members of 
the Church of God would spend as 
much time promoting Jesus Christ 
and His great gospel as we do pro- 
moting ourselves (God help us) at 
some one else’s expense, our church 
would be greater power houses for 
God. 

The Apostle Paul says, “For all 
the law is fulfilled in one word, 
even in this; Thou shalt love thy 
neighbour as thyself. But if ye 
bite and devour one another, take 
heed that ye be not consumed one 
of another. This I say then, Walk 
in the Spirit, and ye shall not ful- 
fil the lust of the flesh” (Gala- 
tians 5:14-16). Many times not on- 


ly the laity but ministers them- 
selves allow the most frivolous and 
unimportant things to divide them. 
If we are not careful, we will find 
it almost too easy to criticize an- 
other person, especially if he is do- 
ing more than we are. 


The story is told in the Bible of 
Peter and John who, going into the 
temple at the hour of prayer, saw 
a lame man at the gate Beauti- 
ful asking alms. “Peter, fastening 
his eyes upon him with John, said, 
Look on us” (Acts 3:4). The man 
looked, expecting to receive some- 
thing of them. Peter said, “Silver 
and gold have I none; but such as 
I have give I thee: In the name of 
Jesus Christ of Nazareth rise up 
and walk ... and immediately his 
feet and ankle bones received 
strength” (Acts 3:6, 7). 


That man was begging in the 
very shadow of the temple. Many 
poor, wretched, doomed, damned, 
and dying souls live in the very 
shadows of our church houses, beg- 
ging for just a morsel of spiritual 
life. The church whose members 
are biting, fighting, and devouring 
one another will never hear the 
wailing plea of help from the hell- 
bound souls that are lost in their 
community. 


My prayer today is that our lives 
be so ordered of the Lord that we 
can say to a perishing world, “Look 
on us”; that we who are citizens 
of the kingdom, members of the 
body of Christ, and brothers and 
sisters of one another may say to a 
weak, palsied, frightened world 
crippled by the power of sin, “In 
the name of Jesus Christ of Naza- 
reth, rise up and walk.” 


Let every child of the great King 
remember that persecution will 
build a church, but division will 
destroy it. The world has yet to 
feel the powerful influence of a 
completely united, cooperating, sac- 
rificing church. Surely such a 
church would shake the world. 
“And the Lord said, Behold, the 
People is one, and they have all 
one language; and this they begin 
to do: and now nothing will be 
restrained from them, which they 
have imagined to do” (Genesis

order and a mission was opened. 

Persecution has eased somewhat 
since the new government has 
granted religious tolerance. How- 
ever, there is a vast difference be- 
tween tolerance and complete free- 
dom. 

As I listened to these facts, my 
heart was overjoyed to know that 
God had blessed and honored His 
Word. 

Weary and covered with dust, we 
arrived in Bogota at 2:30 a.m. 
Though tired in body, my mind was 
filled with memories that time and 
circumstance can never erase. I 
had been privileged to worship, talk 
and live with people who walked 
with God in the shadow of death, 
people who live with the courage 
of Daniel in their hearts and the 
scars of persecution on their bo- 
dies. Only eternity will reveal the 
full results of our visit. 

It should be the daily prayer of 
every Christian that God will bless 
these noble people.

highways and hedges, to get them 
to do personal work, to get them 
on fire for God so they will no 
longer be timid, backward, and 
afraid to witness for the Lord. THE 
GREATEST SIN OF THE CHURCH 
TODAY IS THE SIN OF SILENCE. 
Many have become tongue-tied by 
some trick of Satan, and no longer 
have a clear distinct testimony. 

Down in South Carolina, we used 
to ask a child when he was too 
timid to speak, ‘“What’s the mat- 
ter? Has the cat got your tongue?” 
The same question could be put to 
the church of our day. What has 
our tongues? What has silenced us? 
Prayerless living? Carelessness? Or 
worldliness? I remember our old 
family doctor and his visits to our 
home. He always brought his black 
bag. He would open the bag and 





about the first thing he said was, 
“Let me see your tongue.” He could 
diagnose the case by looking at the 
tongue. The church of today is 
afraid to open its mouth, thereby 
revealing its illness without exami- 
nation. It has played “shut-mouth” 
so long that it is now afraid to 
speak up. Consequently, it has al- 
most lost its power of speech. Its 
muffled voice, its stifled convic- 
tions, its quenched spirit, and its 
throttled zeal have resulted in cur- 
tailing its usefulness. We are too 
afraid we will say the wrong thing, 
that we will be too hard or too soft, 
or will not be able to frame our 
words just right. While we timid- 
ly wait, souls are slipping through 
our fingers. “Let the redeemed of 
the Lord say so,” said the psalmist. 
Say so at church, at home, at work, 
and everywhere opportunity af- 
fords. This should be our motto, 
“Don’t be afraid; speak up for the 
Master.” 

Martin Luther said, “If I must 
have some failing, let me rather 
speak the truth with too great 
severity than once to act the hyp- 
ocrite and conceal the truth.” 


Lincoln said, “To sin by silence, 
when they should protest, makes 
cowards of men.” “I will not equiv- 
ocate, I will not retreat a single 
inch, and I will be heard,” said 
William Loyd Garrison in a news- 
paper article in his fight against 
slavery. AND HE WAS HEARD. 

D. L. Moody, one of the greatest 
evangelists of all times, was ap- 
proached by a young sophisticated 
smart aleck who said, “Mr. Moody, 
you shouldn’t speak in public meet- 
ings; your education is too limited 
and your grammar is bad.” Mr. 
Moody’s reply was, “Friend, you 
have good grammar. What are you 
doing for the Lord?” He was doing 
exactly nothing, just like all the 
others of the criticizing crowd. It 
was well-known that Moody butch- 
ered the “King’s English” but, 
thank God, he also butchered old 
Satan’s kingdom with his mighty 
sermons. 

During my visit to Indonesia I 
stayed two nights in Makassar on 
the Celebes Island. The night be- 
fore I arrived, they had a small 
revolution in which twenty-five 
Indonesian soldiers and fifty rebel 


soldiers were killed. Two Pentecos- 
tal preachers had been shot and 
killed. From the airport to the 
hotel, we were escorted by soldiers 
and expected to be shot at any 
moment. When we arrived in 
Makassar, I met a young Pente- 
costal preacher who had been cap- 
tured by the Japanese during the 
last war and told he must not 
preach again because his sermons 
were stirring up trouble. But this 
young preacher continued to 
preach the burden of his heart to 
his people. He was made prisoner 
again and brought before the firing 
squad. After being lined up against 
a wall with several others and 
asked if he had anything to say be- 
fore they killed him, he replied, 
“Not to you, but I would like to 
talk to my heavenly Father.” He 
spoke to God as one friend to an- 
other, “Lord, they told me not to 
preach but you told me to preach, 
so I obeyed you rather than man, 
and now they are going to kill me. 
Lord, I’ll soon be up there with you, 
but I’m not afraid to die.” (If we 
live right, we can die right.) And 
with tears rolling down his cheeks, 
he prayed, “Lord forgive these men 
who are going to shoot me, for they 
know not what they do.” When he 
had finished praying, he folded his 
arms and said, “Now you may shoot 
me. I’m ready to die.” The Ja- 
panese captain was so moved by 
this prayer that he walked over, 
tapped him on the shoulder, and 
said, “Young man, you may go. We 
can’t kill a man that prays like you 
pray.” He is still preaching the gos- 
pel of good news to the people of 
Indonesia. 

It was a great privilege to visit 
Colombia, South America, where it 
has been reported that 25,000 
Protestants have been killed or run 
out of the country during the last 
six or seven years. Brother V. D. 
Hargrave, Superintendent of the 
Churches of God in Central and 
South America, and I sat in the 
home of a Methodist preacher in 
Bogota and discussed with him the 
religious situation of that country. 
You couldn’t go into his church 
through the front door; you had to 
go around to the side and through 
an alley to a stairway leading up 
to his apartment. They had to wor- 
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ship in semi-secrecy. In our con- 
versation I asked this preacher, 
“How is the church standing up 
under the severe persecution? Is it 
holding its own or is it losing 
ground?” He answered, “Brother 
Horton, [here is the amazing thing] 
despite the fact that thousands 
have been killed, there are more 
Christians in Colombia, South 
America, than ever in her history. 
Every time they kill one, God 
raises up one or two more to take 
his place.” Personal evangelism 
(person to person witnessing) is the 
secret of this great success. The 
persecution is still going on in 
this country, (two Protestant mis- 
sionaries were killed there recent- 
ly) though not so severely since 
several diplomatic protests have 
been sent from this country. 


The headlines of our papers and 
magazines some time ago carried 
the account of the death of five 
missionaries in Ecuador. Five more 
were killed in New Guinea. Many, 
many thousands have fallen on the 
field of battle since apostolic days 
and there will be others, but we 
must not slacken our pace. There 
is a big job to be done. The har- 
vest is plenteous, BUT THE LA- 
BORERS ARE FEW. Millions are 
still awaiting their first gospel 
message. The smiles of our heav- 
enly Father and the welfare of a 
lost world depend on the future 





action of the true blue ones, the 
truly sanctified ones. The real 
church of the living God must con- 
tinue to preach and witness while 
it is yet day, for the night is com- 
ing when no man can work. We 
must not fail. We will not fail. Did 
not our blessed Lord say, “Upon 
this rock I will build my church; 
and the gates of hell shall not pre- 
vail against it” (Matthew 16:18)? 

Do not be afraid. Do not worry 
about the wars, persecutions, and 
troubles that have come into this 
old world. When Communism sinks 
into oblivion, when Catholicism 
fails and when all “false isms” ad- 
mit defeat, God’s faithful church 
will continue to shout and shine 
as it fulfills its mission of preach- 
ing, teaching, testifying, and wit- 
nessing to the glorious realities of 
God through Jesus Christ until He 
says it is enough. 

Yes, heaven’s refreshing and em- 
powering winds have blown upon 
us; fire from God’s altar has 
burned out the dross and burned 
into our lives a love and reverence 
for God and a passion for lost hu- 
manity. It has loosed our tongues 
to speak with courage and convic- 
tion in the very face of a gain- 
saying and God-hating world, and 
nothing shall ever stop us—neither 
men, angels, nor devils—until our 
task is completed and we hear His 
“well-done.”

6. I do not feel that all messages are true. This is why Paul 
said in the 40th verse of the 14th chapter of 1 Corinthians that 
all things should be done decently and in order. In verse 32, 
Paul says, “And the spirits of the prophets are subject to the 
prophets.” Paul lets us know the possibility of an individual 
being out of order. Then, how can we distinguish between the 
true and false? First, we can distinguish by the order or disorder 
in the congregation.

rather than a feeling of disgust.

Delivered From Epileptic 
Seizures 


ALAMEDA, Calif—On Sunday 
evening, January, 6, 1958, I found 
the Lord. In 1953 I had made a pro- 
fession of faith in a formal church, 
then wandered off, still in sin. 
It was at this time I became af- 
flicted with epilepsy. For 5 years 
I was treated by many different 
doctors for this affliction at dif- 
ferent Navy dispensaries. During 
these 5 years, I had to take pills 
3 times daily, without any hope of 
being cured, only relieved. The doc- 
tors were constantly reminding me 
of the danger involved in not tak- 
ing the prescribed 3 pills a day as 
directed. During this time, I would 
have such severe seizures that for 
days, and sometimes weeks, I would 
lay in a hospital not even knowing 
I was there. All this time I was 
attending various churches, never 
finding neither consolation nor an 
actual experience with God. 

However, on January 6, 1958, I 
attended the little Church of God, 
(then only 1 month old), at Oak 
Harbor, Washington. Finding God 
there, I began to attend regularly 
while Jesus became a —s and of 
great importance in my life. On 
March 9, 1958, after the evening 
service, Brother Anderson, the pas- 
tor, asked for those desiring to be 
healed to come forward. I went 
up to the front to be released 
from epileptic seizures. 

Brother Anderson asked if I 
really believed and I told him I did. 
I truly believed Jesus would heal 
me. I really believed God had help- 
ed me when, 1 week later, I had 
another seizure. Not entirely trust- 
ing God, I began taking pills again. 
However, when I missed Sunday 
School, Brother Anderson came to 
see me and said it would be good 
for me to come to service that 
night and be peaged for again, 
as it would be the first night of a 
revival with Brother G. K. Ash. 
I went that evening wi‘h a deter- 
mination that nothing would stop 
me. Again, I was prayed for after 
service. As soon as I was prayed 
for, praise God, I knew I was 
delivered. 
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Since then the affliction has 
tried to return. Brother Anderson 
told me to rebuke it by saying 
“Jesus, Jesus,” several times. Every- 
time, at the name of Jesus, and 
my faith in Him, the old devil 
has to run; therefore, I don’t have 
to be bothered with illness any- 
more. 

I want to thank God for the 
fellowship and love found in the 
little Church of God in Oak Harbor 
and also, for the warm presence 
of the Lord felt in every service 
I attend. 

Pray for me that I might soon 
receive the Holy Ghost and that 
my husband and son will be saved.
